perhaps even more so on the matter of 
, the number of cases. 

However, the national Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis reports that an 
unprecendented number of doctors are 
being trained to cope with polio in the 
1950 season. 

Dr Hart E. Van Riper, medical di- 
rector of the foundation said polio 
epidemics are unpredictable but that 
so far this year the number of ‘cases 
reported exceeds the incidence during 
the same period in 1949, 


BETTER CARE SEEN 


Dr. Van "Riper said that despite 
“what might be considered a pessimistic 
outlook as to incidence, prospects for 
improved patient care in 1950 are 
good—in fact, better than ever before.” 

He pointed out that preparations for 
expert care wherever polio may strike 
this summer “are being stepped up tre- 
mendously” across the country. 

The program is being accomplished 
he said, through a series of Polio in- 
estitutes, teaching conferences, short- 
term courses and workshops for medical 
Personnel sponsored by the March of 
Dimes organization. 

“This year,” Van Riper said, “no 
community is waiting until outbreaks 
occur. Mindful of last year’s disastrous 
experience, state and district health 
departments and hospital authorities 
are going all out to assure a nucleus of 
Polio-trained medical Personnel should 
outbreaks develop in their areas." 


OFFER POLIO COURSES 


Van Riper reported that before the 
summer ends, almost every state will 
have offered at least one polio course 
for all medical Personnel concerned 
with the treatment of polio patients, 

He said that in Oklahoma, for in- 
stance, more than 500 nurses and 150 
Physicians attended five two-day insti- 
tutes held there to familiarize medical 
Personnel with the diagnosis and mod- 
ern treatment of polio and its special- 
ized nursing requirments, 


In addition, smaller scale institutes

pened or is happening to our own Bay St Lean Whs has 
our city administration not done something ‘9 pring AIS or 
to our city? 

It seems that instead of trying to increase this touris 
trade, which 1s undoubtedly our main source of income 
they have, by their apparent indifference to the s:tuation 
caused it to bypass us in favor of other Coast Towns 
where officials are a little more broadminded and wallin. 
to cooperate with the citizens in giing the tourists what 
they want in the way of entertainment which is the onl: 
way a resort town can hope to be successful Would tour- 
ists go through Bay St. Louis and ride many miles further 
if “they could get what they want here? Of course. they 
would not. Then why not give them what they want and 
let Bay St. Louis get the benefit of the thousands of dol- 
lars spent annually by these people. in other sections 

No one minds paying taxes when they are making 
money, but they do object to paying taxes when their main 
source of revenue is cut off by those who have been elected 
to provide that source of revenue.

TO CATCH DRUNKEN DRIVERS 


The Woman's Home Companion, a national magazine 
designed largely for women readers. has taken up the 
question of the drunken driver, who terrorizes the roads 
If points out that often, caught in the act. and charged 
with his crime, the driver beats the charge and attempts 
to explain Why. 

The magazine points out that the amount of alcohol in 
the brain determines the degree of intoxication and that 
this amount can be measured easily and accurately through 
chemical tests of the suspect's urine and breath. Any police- 
man, it says, can take a urine specimen and any intelligent 
police officer can administer a breath test. i 

The results of such methods are cited in some : ates. 
In Indiana, where breath analyzers haye been used since 
1938, ninety-seven per cent of drivers accused of driving 
while intoxicated, with chemical evidence against them. 
were convicted. In Detroit, and other cities, the same re- 
sult is noted. 

It is pointed out, however, that less than a fifth of our 
cities make use of chemical tests and only thirteen states 
have passed legislation recognizing the use of these tests. 
It suggests that interested citizens sponsor a program of 
public education, dramatizing the dangers of drinking and 
driving. In view of the number of people killed on the high- 
ways, the suggestion is timely and should be heeded.
